And, 
ing received large Prefents (given them by the Pab- 
, and likewife by bis Excellency), they fet out’ on 
Surday lat on their Return to rheir own Country, 
highly pleafed and fatisfied with their kind Treatment. 
At their firft Conference with the Governor, in the 
ouncil-Chamber (in the Prefence of the Council, moft 
f the Members of Affembly, and many of the Inhabi- 
) his Excellency told them, That he was glad to 
fee them, and was ready to hear what they had to fay. 
but the Emperor (addrefiing himfe'f to the Governor) 
fid, You, Sir, are our eldeft Brother. Upon which 
his Exccliency {poke as follows: 


N the Name of the great King Georpe, our fupreme 

Head and Sovereign, and in the Name of ail the 
White People of Carolina, 1 bid you, the Emperor of 
the Cherokees, and you, the King of the Catawba’s, 
heartily welcome to Charles-Towa. 

Aod thof+ your beloved Men; your grave Counfellors, 
md. brave Warriors, Men tiuly wife and valiants, are 
likewife welcome. 

You are come to ftrengtben and confirm the antient 
Friendfh p and Union that was made by your Foreta- 
thers verth this Government 5 end it is @ fingular Ples- 

to me, to fee you tread-in their Steps; ‘to find that 
pa purduc the fame Path of Virtue with your renown- 
tinceftors; and that your Adherenee and Fidelity to 
tsGovernment is as fteady and unfhaken as thers. 

And this I learn, not by common Fame only, bur by 
your Actions, and by the friendly and brotherly Letters 
tod Meflages which you fent me, promifing an invio- 
ible Attachment to the Britifh Lotereft. 

May the good Correfpondence that at prefent fi bfifts 
betwixt this Government and the Cherokee and Catawba 
Nations always continue; may the Chain of Friencfhip, 
by which we are linked together, be for ever bright 
ind clear, like the Sun in its Meridian Splendor, with- 
out Spots amd Clouds; nosy it remain firm, fixed, and 
immovable, like your native Mountains. 

Aad, in order thereto, I thall give immediate Direc- 
tions for Commiflions, wader the Great Seal of this 
Province, to you, Sr, as Emperor of the Cherokees; 
and to you, as King of the Catawba’s; requiring all 
your People to obey you, as their Rulers: Thefe Off -
